rapid in the last half century, Yankee enterprise and progress 
have been the wonder of the world a.ncl have called to our 
shores millions of people from the Old World to help develop 
our natural resources and to share the rewards of labor, enter- 
prise and skill. There has-been hv recent years some com- 
plaint against the volume of immigration, but there is no 
doubt that on the whole the coming of foreigners has aided 
materially in the development of the wealth of the country, 
which now overshadows that of any other nation. 


This is cause for pride,, but not for boasting. We must not 


forget that our natural resources are such as no other nation 
ever dreamed of. 
In this >ve have a right to rejoice, and it 


remains for us to go forward, in the development of these re- 
sources in a sane and sober way. The time has come when 
the wastefulness which has characterized our onward march 
thus far should be checked, and fortunately effectual steps in 
this direction are being taken. -In connection with "conser- 
vation," so called, there are many frills and fads, but there is 
room for vast improvement in many of our methods, and the 
near future will witness many changes for the better, which 
will enable the United States to continue its course as the 
richest and most prosperous nation in the world.
